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ILLINOIS CENTRAL SWITCHMEN, FREIGHT 
CORDUCTORS AND BRAKEMEN GO OUT- 


The Trouble Caused by the Action of an 
Uspepular superintendent—All the Sub- 
urban Traffic of the Rest at Chicago 
Suspended—Only Mail Trains Permitted 
te Move—Labor News. 


CHICAGO, IIL, June %.-—The strike of 
freight conductors, switchmen and brakemen 
on the Iilineis Central Railroad bas been seri- 
ous one and threatens to interfere with bust- 
ness. Thesuburban men struck this mors- 
ing after early traing had come in, and there 
are now about 1,800 men idle and the business 
of the road is paralyzed, The bone of conten- 
tion in the strike is undoubtedly E. G. Rus- 
sell, Superintendent ofthe Northern lines of 
the lUinols & Wisconsin Rallroad. He came 
to Chicago a year aso aud ever since bis ac- 
cession to the office, itis said, the men under 
him have been dissatisfied. The im- 
mediate cause was the resignation of Train- 
master Berry and his assistant, I, E. Pusbie. 
A rumor went the rounds of the freight yard 
yesterday that it Was the intention of Supt. 
E. G. Russell to aismiss Berry and Pushie, As 
the train master’s assistants knew of no 
reason for their dismissal, they took the bull 
by the horns and went to the Superia- 
tendent’s office to learn the cause of the 
rumor. They also formulated a grievance 
which has been a sore point for some months 
with the brakemen and conductors. Under 
the old rules afreight train arriving in the 
depot first was always allowed to depart be- 
fore the others, but Mr. Russell inaugurated 
a new rule by which certain men were allowed 
to run their trains before others, despite the 
fact that they had arrived atthe depot much 
later. Trainmaster Berry inquired 
whether the Superintendent would insist 


onthe new rule. He answered ‘‘Yes,’’ and 
he, being questioned further as to their in- 
tended dismissal, again replied inthe afürm- 
ative. Berry and Pushie then and there 
handed in their resignations. As the news 
spread like wild fire through the yards groups 
of excited men gathered together and decided 
to —— | stop work until their grievances were 
settied. Last evening the matter was laid 
before the switchmen, who struck at once, 
and at a subsequent meeting, at which the 
suburban service men were represented, a 
demand for the removal of Supt. Russell and 
the reinstatement of Berry and Pushie was 
formulated. This was presented this morning 
and as it was not complied with the suburban 
men joined the strikers. 

A conference between the men and officials 
of the road has been called for 3 o’clock this 
afternoon.

IMPORTANT TO SECKET SOCIETIES. 


Decision Rendered by Justice Ryan in @ 
Suit fer sick Benefits. 


A case was tried before Justice Ryan a few 
days ago, in which James Kehoe brought suit 
against the Supreme Lodge of the Knights and 
Ladies of Honor and Westgate Lodge, No. 56, 
of which he is a member, for $28 due him for 
sick benefits. On January l4 of the present 
year, Kehoe was working in a second-story 
window of a building, when he fell and 
sprained hie ankle. He reported himself sick 


the lodge and the visiting 
committee waited upon him. He was 
allowed sick benefits at $450 per 


week for ten weeks, which is according to the 
constitution. After three weeks be was or- 
dered off the sick list, on account, as alleged, 
that he had sufficiently recovered to be abie 
to work. Kehoe brought suit in Justice Ryan’s 
court to recover the Dalance, as he claims he 
was not able to work for over three months, 
when it was stated that he had violated the 
constitution by not paying hie dues in ad- 
vance. Mr. L. Steber, the attorney for the 
lodge, submitted that as the Supreme Lodge 
only sanctioned subordinate lodges to pay 
sick benefits out ef their general fund, the 
Supreme Lodge was not liable, and as West 
Gate Lodge was not Incorporated under the 
State, they could not besued. Justice Ryan 
took the matter under advisement, and to day 
rendered a verdict against the Supreme Lodge 
and dismissed the case alnst West Gate 
— An appeal will be en to the Circuit 
Jourt.

If not a single citizen of St. Louis had 
complained of being missed by the cen- 
sus enumerators there would be ample 
evidence on which to base a strong argu- 
ment against the accuracy of the returns 
sumitted to Maj. WEIGEL. 

The records of the City Hall alone show 
a growth of the city in all respects to 
which increased population is a necessary 
concomitant and which stamps falsehood 
on the poor returns of the census enumer- 
ators. The building permi the past 
decade added 27,000 buildi or over 
100,000 rooms, to the house capacity of the 
city. The revenue from water licenses 
has nearly doubled in ten years, hav- 
ing increased from $530,000 in 1880 
to over $1,000,000 in 1890. The tax- 
able walth has increased from $160,000,- 
000 to $245,000,000. Other statistics are as el - 
oquent of growth. More than three times 
as many letters are mailed a year now as 
were mailed in 1880. The clearances and 
commercial statistics show an enormous 
increase. These figuresare borne out by 
the outward appearance of the city, which 
has spread in all directions not bounded 
by the river, until the visitor to the city 
in 1880 would not recognize many large 
portions of it now. It is a new city. 

To accept the returns of Maj. WEIGEL 
and his force of incompetents would be to 
admit that the city has nearly doubled in 
all respects except population—the es- 
sential element of growth—which reduces 
the thing to an absurdity. The fair 
presentation of the case of St. Louis to 
the authorities at Washington can not 
fail to convince them of the failure of the 
census count and the only logical conse- 
quence of this lies in a new count.

Tun significance of the election re- 
turns in Quebec, as explained fully 
in yesterday’s Posr-Disrarch, indicates 
that the Dominion hasan internal trouble 
on hand which promises more serious con- 
sequences in the immediate future than 
the growth of annexation sentiment.

Estimates ot Populatiens for Thirty Cities

Leuis—Names Reported Missed — Some 
Prominent Uitizens Ignored. 


The St. Louis representatives in Washington 
have done their work promptly and well, and 
now it is almost assured that the city will be 
granted arecount. Quite a delegation is in 
Washington looking after the city’s interest. 
Mr. C. H. Sampson went on asthe represen- 
tative of the Mercantile Club Committee, and 
Genu. D. F. Grierand Col. John B. Gandolfo, 
who are there to urge the establishment of a 
large military post m St. Louis, 
joined him in die ss effort) to 0 
cum a new count, as did also City Coun- 
sellor Bell and Harbor Commissoner Murphy 
who are also In Washington. These gentle- 
men devoted yesterday to the census and 
they worked with great success. They called 
on Secretary Noble and Supt. Porter and had 
long interviews with them. Mr. Sampson 
was armed with statistics which proved a good 
deal more than mere statements that the 
enumeration had been negligentiy made. He 
showed that the taxable wealth of the 
city in only $160 , 000, 000 
while it is $245,000, 000 
The number of letters mailed in 1880 was 3,- 
000,000, while in 1890 it is 10,000,000. These 
and numerous other statistics were presented 
to show that beyond dispute the city’s growth 


is 
ENTIRELY OUT OF PROPORTION 


to the alleged population shown by 
inaccurate census taken here and that 
the only possible explanation for the 
great difference between the actual ma- 
terial growth and the alleged increase of 
population is that the enumerators did not 
count anything like all the people who were 
in the city. Gen. Noble and Supt. Porter as 
sured the delegation that when they received 
the returns they would examine them and if 


they saw any reason why a recount should be 
ordered they would at once grant it. The fol- 
lowing telegram was then sent te Mr. Joseph 
M. Hayes, Chairman of the Mercantile Club 
Committee. 

Committee had an interview with Secretars Noble 
and Supt. Porter, in which the question of a new 
census enumeration in St. Louis was preseated and 
discussed. The decision will be made within «a 
week on receipt of official returns, and we feel con- 
fident thata new census enumeration of >t. Louls 
will be ordered; in the meantime take no further 
action ia St. Louis.

ILLINOIS CROPS. 


Bulletin Issued by the State Department ef 
Agriculture. 


SPRINGFIELD ,I111.,June 24.—The crep bulletin 
issued by the State Department of Agriculture 
says: The reports of the crop corrgspondents 
concerning growing winter wheat do not ma- 
terially differ from the bulletin published 
from this department June I, at which time it 
was apparent tothe wheat growers that the 
most favorable conditions until harvest 


would make little improvements in the pros- , 


pect. Inthe winter wheat belt of the State 
May 1, the average condition was reported at 
d and June 20, the samesection reports a 
condition of only 61 per cent of an average, a 
decline of 14 pointe since May 1. In the cen- 
tral divisions, where the bulk of the winter 
wheatis raised, the condition 16 55 per cent 
of an average for June 20, a drop ot 18 points. 
In the southern division 67 per cent of an 
average condition is reported, a drop of 11 
points since May 1. The damage done to the 
wheat by the Hessian fly can not de esti- 
mated. Nothing short of the harvest will con- 
vey even an approximate idea of: the loss 
from this source. In many locations where 
there was no sign of this 
devastating pest until within the 
last ten days, it has made ite appearance and 
is doing much damage. The oat crop in the 
northern division is up to the average, the 
central division, about two-thirds of an aver- 
age crop is promised, while the crop in the 
southern division will be almost an entire 
failure. The grain plant louse made its ap- 
pearance about June land is daily increasing 
the area to be reported a failure in this sec- 
tion of the State. The area seeded to cores is 
some larger than that of last season when 
, 988,000 acres were devoted tothiscrop. The 
condition for the State over is 91 per cent of 
an average for June 20.

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THE SCHEME BY WHICH ‘Mas. SOOTT IN- 
* TO CAPTURE ir. 


A Complete Confession Made by Walter d. 
Smith, the Once Prospective Governor- 
General of the ‘‘New Bepublic’’—The 
Conspiracy Enginecred by Maj. Scott, an 
English Army Officer~Too Much Talk. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatcu. 

Sax FRANCISCO, Ol., June .- Walter G. 
Smith, Governor-General of the organized 
fiilibusters, whose attempted raid upon Lower 
California was recently exposed, has returnea 
to his Southern home after a week’s sojourn 
in this city. Prior to his departure Mr. Smith 
made a complete confession. He said: 

„The English Colonization Co. was alone 
at the bottom/of the so-called raid of an- 
busters. The scheme was never intended as 
a fillbustering proposition, bat was 
to be a #£«FévVolution of the res- 
dents of Lower Californ la—nothing 
more nor less. Maj. Scott came to 
me originally us a General and General Man- 
ager of the English Colonization Co. Scott is 
a Royal Engineer, member of den. Wolsely’s 
army stationed in India, and came to Lower 
California on atwo years’ leave of absence. 
The leave of absence has expired and he is 
now on his way to join his regiment, having 
been refused a second leave of absence. This 
is one of the prime factors in the failure of 
the revolutionary scheme. Maj. Scott came 
to my office in San Diego early iast winter and 
introduced himself. He told me that he wanted 
to employ aman of brains to raise a row in 
Lower California. Then he unfolded his pians. 
He wanted a number of ‘Americans to locate 
at Ensenada, to take up their residence there 
and become citizens of Mexico. At the proper 
moment the uprising of the people would 
take place, arms and amunition being previ- 
ously smuggied in the territory from the 
United States. An independent government 
was to be set up in Lower California with 

ENSENADA AS THE CAPITAL CITY. 
I accepted Maj. Scott’s proposition and at his 
invitation made a trip to LowerCalifornia. If 
the scheme had carried I would bave made a 
clean $50,000 by the operation. My printing 
office I intended to remove to Ensenada and 
start a daily paper thas would 
become the official organ the 
new independent government. I was 
to be made Governor-General at a large 
salary. Before I visited Ensenada, at Maj. 
Scott's request, I met Gen. Edward Hill at the 
Hotel Decoropada, where I was living with 
my family. Gen. Hillwas spending the win- 
ter atthe hotel. He ts from Michigan and was 
with the Sixteenth Regiment of Michigan Vol- 
unteers during the rebellion. Being an ac- 
complished man and an expert upon military 
affairs, 1 looked upon him as a valuable 
man for Maj. Scott’s scheme, and he accepted 
my invitation to accompany me to Ensenada. 
I was anxious that he should look over the 
ground carefully from a military point of 
view. We visited Ensenada, exaniined the 
proposition with great eare, and we were en- 
tertained for several days by Maj. Scott and 
other officials of the Eng ish Colonization Co. 
Upon our return to Lower California we con- 
sulted with B. A. Stephens, who traveled all 
over the peninsula, and was well posted upon 
its resources, and various other gentlemen 
who have since been named in connection 
with thescheme. We consulted them more 
especially to obtain their views upon 
THE DIFFERENT PROPOSITIONS INVOLVED. 

„It was not our intention to make a raid 
upon Lower California, but, as I have stated, 
to take our residence there and in six months 
to become lawful citizens of Mexico. We held 
several meetings in San Diego, but none of 
them were reguiarly organized or official. 
They were merely conferences, at which we 
discussed possibilities and prc babilities. It is 
my opinion that Maj. Scott bad other plans in 
view with which we were unacquainted. I am 
satisfied that he made connections, similar to 
those made with us, in other quarters. In 
fact, he may have had half a 
dozen connections, 80 that in oase 
ofthe fallure of one or more he could fall 
back upon one or the other. The trouble 
with Scott was that he talked too much and 
allowed too many men, many of them irre- 
sponsible fellows, to know the inside secrets 
of his scheme to inaugurate a reyolution and 
take possession of Lower California. Col. 
Foster, the special agent of the Department 
of Justice, has carefully imvestigated the 
facts in the case. He called upon me and I 
told him what I knew of the affair. You will 
see that be places the blame entirely upon 
the English Colonization Co., and will com- 
pletely exonerate the Mexicans who were in- 
veigied into the scheme by Maj. Scott.

THE LOTTERY BILL, 


It Will Come Up in the Leuisiana Senate 
To-Morrow at 2 O’ Uleck.

BaTon Rovos, La,, Jane %.—To-day has 
been uneventful in lottery matters. Nothing 
has been done in legislative circies except 
the announcement of a caucus to-night. Sen- 
ator Lott, Cbairman of the joint Democratic 
caucus of the House, refused to call the 
caucus on the ground that there was no party 
question to caucus on, and thereupon Repre- 
sentative Shields (lottery) gave notice in the 
House, and Senator Goldthwaite (lottery) 


gave notice in the Senate that the caucus 
would be held to-night. This is considered 
extremely rich, in view of the fact that both 
Shields and Goldthwaite ran against and 
defeated for ‘the offices they now hold 
regular Democratic ominees. The antis 
will refuse to go into the caucus. Strong anti- 
lottery delegations are commencing to come 
in from the country to back their members 
up. Two arrived to-day. The recklessness 
of the lottervites may be estimated when it is 
known that their newspapers published as a 
fact and editorially commented upon it that 
the vernor himself made the afiidavit 
against Stamant and did so from personal 
motives when in fact no affidavit was made 
at all. Stamant, the representative 
charged with bribery, was arraigned 
to-day in the District Court. He was 
accompanied a bis counsel, Senator 
Cross ot Baton Rouge, and R. N. Sims of 
Donaldsonvilie, and despite an effort to ap- 
pear at ease, was to the most casual observer 
extremely nervous. He pleaded not guitly 
and his case was fixed for trial on Friday 
June 27. He was released on his original 
bond. Intense indignation was created by 
the statement of a lottery Senator that if he 
could raise a crowd he would go and slap the 
Governor’s face.

Twe Comanche Indians Geing to Pine 
Ridge Agency on a Peculiar Mission. 


Py Teleeravh to the Post-DisraTor. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 24.—There arrived 
in the city yesterday morning two Co- 
manche chiefs from the reservation near 
Fort Reno, I. T., who are not only on a pe- 
cullar errand, but have histories which are 
interesting. They are Bark-on-a-Tree and 
Little Chief. These Indians are two of the 
gang that went with the Kiowa chief Santanta 
on the last raid through Kansas several years 
ago. They, with the others on that raid, were 
captured, and after serving aterm in prison, 
were mp on the reservation near the fort. 
They have never been permitted to get off the 
reservation. Their mission is to the Sioux at 
Pine Pidge Agency. where they will jolg with 
delegates from all the other tribes of that 
great nation and go tothe Black Hilis, there 
tos out the Indian Messiab, or Great Medl- 
cineAhief, who is expected to restore the In- 

to hisformer greatness, and do away 

the white race entirely. When told that 
matter had been investigated some time 
ago and that the Sioux had sent a runner to 
the Pacific Coast forthe purpose of meeting 
thie Messiah, Old-Bark-on-a-Tree said *‘ white 
man beap lle. On being questioned closely he 
ald that the Messiah lived in the Biaek Hilis, 
and could only be seen under great difficulty. 
He must be approached with great care and 
with certain ceremonies, which were taught 
to the old chiefs long ago. 3 have three 
weeks’ leave of abeence, and willgo direotly 
to Pine Ridge Agency and from tbere to the 
home ofthe mysterious personage who is te 
deliver thein.

GALVESTON, ‘Tex., June &.—Mr. Joseph 
Smith arrived from Tampico, Mexico, yester- 
day morning in the schooner Garnerk, which 
he had chartered to bring to this port fa 
cargo of alligator hides. Mr. Smith was asked 
why he went to Mexice to hunt alligators and 
replied: 

**Alligators are playing out in Florida. In 
fact, they are becoming scarce in all parts of 
the United States in consequence oftheir skins 


being in such demand that many persons have 
engaged in alligator bunting as a means of 
making money. I learned that in the vicinity 
of Tampico there were plenty of them, and 
my information proved correct. The alligators 
had never been hunted by the Mexicens, but I 
spoon had them at it. At first I shot them, but 
a Mexican conceived tne idea of barpooning 
them and carried it out so successfully that 
we followed that method. I 
cighteen months, and during that time 
I secured hides to the amount ot 
$50,000. It ies quite exciting to take a sport- 
man’s lamp, fasten iton your head on a dark 
niht and quietly sneak along the river brink 
and finding one of these monsters lying at 
the water’s edge harpoon him. It takes a 
steady hand and quick eye to strike bin rights 
and a strong arm to bold bim after he is har- 
pooned. 1 tounad no trouble in getting along 


with the Mexicans and enjoyed wy stay very

~ YALE-HARVARD RA 
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REPRESENT THE COLLEGES. 


The Browns Suffer Another Defeat at Colum- 
bus—Other Games Played Yesterday— 
Kacing at Sheepshead Bay and Washing- 
ton Park, Chicage—A Challenge to Ama- 
teur Wrestiers—General Sporting Mat- 
ters. 


HE correspondent of 
the New York Herald 
writes as follows from 
New London. Oonn., 
concerning the Yale- 
Harvard crews who are 
to compete next Friday 
in the great annual boat 
race between the two 
colleges. 

I went on the Yale 
launch this morning 
when Messrs. Rogers 
and Bolton coached the 
Varsity crew.’ It was 
the first good look at 
them that I had had 
since I saw them in 

a their race with the Ata - 
lantas. They are, perhaps, a bit overconfi.- 
dent, and so don’t make the improvements 
that their coaches expect. If ever a crew had 
an exouse to be overconfident this same crew 
has thatexcuse. The crew as a whole has not 
that hard swing up nor the life and snap that 
it had when I saw itin New Haven. 

They are trained down a little too fine, and 
in order to save the crew the coaches have got 
them to row light, that is not to bury the oars 
as deep as usual. This is a very dangerous 
experiment, as it has never been done at Yale 
before. If they lose that fine solid hold on 
the water that they have had they will lose 
much of their speed. A crew that rov their 
oars on the surface push the water back more 
than they push the boat ahead. The Lale men 
rowed in this respect to-day just as the 
Harvard men row. If they lose their good 
hold of the water they will lose one of their 
advantages over Harvard. 

They heve also goue back at another point. 
They do pot get out as cleanly as they did, 
some ofthe men feathering under water a 
good deal. Allen, their stroke, bas improved 
a great deal since the Atalanta race. He 
holds his slide now until his shoulders are 
welluponit. His bands are further apart, 
however, than those of any other man in the 
boat. No. 7 does not swing quite straight fore 
and aft and rows out at the end ofthe stroke. 
No. 4 does not hold his slide until his 
shoulders are up and he goes much too far 
past the perpendicular. He also rows in a 
position which makes his chest very hollow. 


In spite of this he pulle avery strong oar. 
No. 3 setties down at the end of his stroke 
quite badly and does not hold his slide until 
his shoulders are up. Bow does not swing 
atraight fore and aft and is very late with his 
sbouiders on the beginning of the stroke, so 
muchso that he puts his weight on the oar 
after all the other men. The men row very 
smoothly and keep the boaton a very even 
keel. Their recover is remarkably well made, 
the boat stopping very little between strokes. 

The Harvard men seem to be very much 
atraid of letting anyone see them row, prob- 
ably because they row so much more scien 
tifically than Yale. some other college may 
get their method yet and do wonders. They 
went out late this afternoon, making a start 
from the upper flag. Their time both in body, 
swing and blade work is poor and thelr oars 
send a great deal of spray when they strike 
any rough water. Some ofthe men stop the 
headway ot the boat a good deal by backing 
water a little as they are getting their blades 
covered. The Yale men have worked hard to 
avoid.this fault and have escaped it entirely. 
The recover of the men on the slides is only 
fair.

S the date for taking

The letter of the Real Estate Committee, ad- 
dressed to all members of the Merchants’

possible manner. All points are covered, 
and the advantageous features of the pro- 
posed purchase stated in the clearest manner. 
THERA ARE MART, HOWEVER, 
who are not inclined to be convineed of the 
wisdom of the move by the logic advanced. 
A very considerable opposition has made 
itself manifest, and on the day when the vote 
is taken the passage of the resolution will be 
hotly contested. Those opposed to offering 
$300,000 for the property urge a variety 
of reasons for defeating the measure. It 
is claimea that on a very full vote 
a very much better proposition was defeated. 
When the Planters House proposition origi- 
nally came up the property was offered at $350, - 
It was stated that the hotel was bringing 
im a rental of $29,000 annually, and that the 
stores on the first floor brought in an income 
of over $10,000, thus giving a gross rental of 
$40,000. Those who listened to the arguments 
made atthe public meeting held on the floor 
of the Merochants® Exchange will remember 
that one of the strongest arguments 
advanced for voting the money to 
purchase the Planters’ Heuse was that the in- 
vestment would yield a far better return than 
that in government bonds, and that if the 
Exchange did not desire to build the money 
would yield an excellent return. 
AT THE VERY TIME 
that the Real Estate Committee recommended 
the purchase the rent had not been paid for 
months, and all the figuring done with it as a 
basis was misleading. The Merchants’ Ex- 
change refused to buy for $350,000 property 
that was supposed to be yieiding nearly

feeling in many quarters against making a
